It can elect Congressional rep- 
re-cutMivee, and lima control the na- 
tion".* puree ; presidential i lei-.ors, and 
thii* Keeiire it* own MaMMMMIj Slate 
l^egi.laturee, and through them eenaiors 
in Congre**. and thu« disarm the MAMI 
ol im|K-achment, if, indeed, that power 
haa not alrea.lv been .ilenced. I do not 
lor^et that the chief magistrate tt a 
Stale may Ixirrow |«wer Irom the na» 
lional (iovernmriil, but not in cane of 
domcMic violence merely, and only in 
ease ol actual insurrection ngainet the 
State bevon.l the power of the State to 
control, nor even then when the Legisla- 
ture ol the State can be convened, nor in 
any case whatever, except the extremes! 
emergency of *elf«.lef«tise. The borrow- 
er ia eerv ant of the Under, and the ruler 
ol" • StAte who undertake* to borrow 
IKjwer from the Federal ruler, and thu* 
.title the dome.lic authority of his ow.". 
State, will find cxeitse for neither bor- 
rower nor lender to accept in the etrict 
ca.e provided for by law and in the nc- 
cetfity, not of him.ell or of a parly can- 
va*e. but of the State. 

It ia in vain to aay, eecn if it were true, 

thai the military interference of the Cor- 
eminent — wh'ch haa been confined not 
to a .ingle State, on the call of itH exeeu 
tiee, but ha.* been practiced whenever 
and wherever the Administration has 
seen fit, in the heat of a political canva*?, 
to order it* bat, Iliou*— baa wrought no 
harm, and that the troops have acted with 
moderation and forbearance. Such in- 
atrumentalitic* are unlit to be used in a 
free country eren by a good ruler, much 
lew. by a bad one, for, unfortunately, the 
u»e by the one become* the precedent for 
the other. A standing army at the poll* 
ia, in the nature of things and on the uni- 
versal testimony of history, incompatible 
with free suffrage. Its presence there is 
poisonous. The liberties of the people 
wither before it. Universal suffrage, and 
a aunding army to control it, are modern 
inventions for the attainment of absolute 
power. These inventions have twice 
within the present century brought in im- 
perialism in France. A haired of milita- 
ry politics is hereditary with the sturdy- 
race from which we sprang. A century 
and a half ago the Commons of England, 
affronted by the spectacles of arms at the 
election polls of Westminister, resolved 
"that the presence of a regular body of 
soldiers at an election of a member to 
J serve in Parliament is a high infringo- 
■*** ment of the liberties ol the subject, a 
manifett violation of the Ireednm of elec- 



tions, and an open defiance of the law* 
and constitution ol this kingdom."' These 
truth* are old, hut not olwohte. They 
are vital still, a* vital a* liberty itself, and 
need enforcement, if I mistake not, line 
upon line. 

To aay that the government haa blun- 
dered through it* subordinate generals 
does not purge the offense, tine such 
mistake is hardly exeu-able. A second 
become* something worse. To disclaim 
the offense and possesses its effects, and 
repeat both in one short term, without 
censure to any one, savors ol" something 
worse than a blunder. 

If lbs people of the Southern Stales arc 
unlit for self-govarnmeiil, letter— if it 
were possible— create there a dictator, 
who, being dc|iendctit M lio parly, would 
have M party M serve ; or accept an 
equal lawless alternative, remand the 
Slate into a condition of territorial de- 
pendence, and attempt another experi- 
ment of reconstruction, than to tolerate 
usages ami method* which are fatal to 
all the condition* of liberty, and which, 
if continued, can not fail in the end lo de- 
stroy our whole system ol free govern- 
ment : for bad example* are contagion*, 
and the military enginery which i* trained 
on one State to-day al the caprice of a 
single man, may be trained on another 
to-morrow. 

I am unwilling to admit that the peo- 
ple's ballot* and the right of local scll- 
guvernmcnt are at the mercy of Federal 
artillery: and, therefote, a* llie executive 
ol a Stale whose election is dependent in 
one event on the Legislature, and in all 
oilier* on a legislative declaration ol the 
people'* choice, 1 leel bound to protest 
against any and all manner cl Federal 
interference, or claim even of interference, 
in determining either the people's choice, 
or the organization, credentials or mem- 
bership of the Legislature. A* a legis- 
lalive assembly, representing the freedom 
and reserved sovereign! ie* of the Stale, 
and clothed by its constitution with the 
pow er of determining the election return* 

Mai the qualification* of its own mem- 
bers, it is tor you to judge wbeler duty on 
your part requires silence. 

I beg to suggoMl in thin connection one 
other consideration. It has been much 
• l. l iie.l of late whether the president 
should not be made, by a constitutional 
amendment, ineligible lor a cecond term 

Holding i I Mi, as be doe*, not only nl 

the army but ol a network of civil instru 
mentalities which embrace the v luate 
country in their reach, and w hich, from 
the I'.nest official to his cou-liliil n.nal 
iniii-irs and heads ol departments, are 
liable lobe converted inlopatty machine* 
lo control election*, it haa been urged by 
many thoughtful men, that the opporlu- 
nitv ol perpetuating hi* power should not 
bo per nittcd lo any one possessing the-e 
mean* and instrumentalities. Ilowi-ver 
this may bo, recent events have demon- 
strated, in my judgment, that the com- 
mander-in chief ot the army should, un 
der no circumstance*, be a candidate for 
hi* own sueet **ion. 

I recommend that our senators and 
representatives in Congress be requested 
to prop >-e an amendment to the Federal 
Conalilulion, making the presidciil ineli- 
gible for two consecutive ternia. Il*|H)p- 
ular opinion haa already become, or shall 
ever hereafter become, so blind and so in- 
firm a- to tolerate the perver-ion of the 
whole enginery of the tiovernmeiit to 
party uses in election*, let ua. at least, 
avoid the indecent p.diey ol a president 
attempting to inaugurate himself in a 
disputed succession by the use of a stand- 
ing army. 

For myself, I believe that the presi- 
dent and his Cabinet, holding in hand the 
whole executive power of the (iovernmcnt 
should keep themselves aloof from the 
activities of a political canvass, a* do the 
members of the Supremo Court, upon a 
simple sense of honor and propriety ; and 
all the more so as, in a presidential elec- 
tion, Congress is not in session, and the 
only efficient curb on executive |«owor is 
thus removed al a time when the strong- 
est motive exists for abuse aad usurpa- 
tion. The spectacle ol a chief of a great 
department of the Government becom- 
ing the chiel of a parly, levying contri- 
butions ii|ion Government appointees for 
party use, and issuing proclamations and 
orders to party follower*, is as indecent 
as it is unwholesome. 

But in any event, let its be permitted to 
hope for better things in the future, and 
that the usages of the camp will disap- 
pear from civil administration with the 
eminent soldier who has introduced them, 
and wi ose faithful service rendered to the 
republic in lime of peril, have caused to 
be accepted with indulgent acquiescence 
by many what would otherwise have 
been rcgardeel with abhorrence and in- 
dignation by all. 

In conclusion, let us also hope that, in 
spite of the dangers that now beset us, 
affairs may go well with the republic in 
this most critical juncture of it* history 
and that under the incoming administra- 
tion of the General Government some- 
thing may be done for the morals of pub- 
lic life by the purification ot the civil 
service— this service needs a radical 
cleansing; something for the piosperity 
and integrity of trade by financial re- 
forms, and especially by retrenchment in 
! public expenditure*, and by a resump- 



di nt haste, and w ith no more cowardly 
delays of preparation; something lo al- 
lay the hnlelul and hurtful frictions ex- 
isting between different sections of our 
• oni'-.ion country— these irritations exist 
without cause, and are inflamed bv bad 
men lor the most sordid party pur|swes ; 
something to re-tore to the people of the 
Southern Stale* their hereditary right* 
of self-government— they are confronted 
with a terrible social and political prob- 
lem from within, the solution of which 
inu-l be left lo intelligence and moral 
force, ami rot to brute ignornncc or Fed- 
eral arm*, something, in a word, lor hon- 
est gove rnment.lhc reign of constitution- 
al law. ami the pence ntul prospiritv of 
the people. I do not suppose that any 
government oan. am any fimctio. ii »»«. 
ci*e», make a people prosperous or virtu- 
ous. This must dei>end chiefly on the 
enterprise, intelligence and morals ot the 
people themselves. It can, however, on 
the one hand, hinder and embarrass ; or 
on the other, encourage And give play to 
to the activities of trade and corimerce, 
and better, the morals of public admin- 
istration. 
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The following noble words are from one 
of Brick Pomeroy's "Saturday >"ight ' ar- 
ticles. : 

You owe nothing to the Lushand w ho 
does not (real you as a good wile should 
be treated. Von have paid tour vows an 
hundred fold, till now you ate bankrupt. 
You have lifted up, kissed away the 
stain*, wiped away the ffth, bathed 
away the poisons and held y.ur murder- 
er to your breast, even as Cleqmtra held 
the asp 

You owe more to yourself, suffering, 
ahu-ed. neglected wife ami nnther, than 
lo any drop ol" humanity deicending ot 
its own accord into the abyss of dissipa- 
tion it persistently seeks. 

It is not your business to goto the poor 
house or potter's field merely to close in 
death the eyes of one who will not walk 
to a higher fame. It i* not voir duty lo 
be a whetstone, a tool, a creature when 
life beloti-s to you a* much as to the best 
husband in the world. The Christian 
church sends missionaries to convett 
wive* who burn on the funeral pyre with 
tvrant* yet tell you to bum and writhe 
with agony on the bed ol thorns to which 
a drunken, brutal hu-band binds yon 
with a marriage web, w bile he pour* red- 
hot poison into vour soul. The church 

savs it is wicked tot heathens Id ItOM ehicl, »k» sail. 



Proctor and bis Indian allies • ■ nn -i I 
on my father's farm, just outside of the 
clearing, in the edge of the forest. After 
durk my mother nnd I went out to see 
the ramp lire*. The scene was one never 
lo be forgotten; the blazing fires with 
their ascending sparks, the gloom of the 
lores!, the wearied men sleeping sound- 
ly on the bare earth, the weird forms ol 
the pickets moving among the trees, all 
combined to make an impression on my 
boyish mind which long years and a busy 
life have not e traced. 

Karly in the morning the scout* 
brought in word that the American, Gen. 
HlllaMm, was approaching, accompa- 
nied by a band of celebrated Kentucky 
horsemen, (ion. Proctor got his little 
army tn motion a* quickly a* possible, 
intending to make a stand al Moravian- 
town, ami to this end scouts were sent 
lorward lo prepare the Indians for battle, 
and to remove the women and children to 
places of safety in the wooJs. 

My father and I were working that 
morning on the mill-dam, and Te. um*eh 
came near to where we were, and stood 
above u* On the bank, saying that he ia- 
tended lo remain there until the Ameri- 
cans came in sight. I can recall just 
how he looked; he stool there in his 
war costume of paint and feathers, with 
one arm resting ii|ion the seek of a beau 
liful dark gray horse. My ftther and I 
pursued our work, occasionally looking 
up to the spot occupied by the chief. All 
at once we heard a terrible whoop, and. 
looking up we saw Tecumseli dashing 
across the clearing like the wind, pursued 
by about twenty of the Kentucky horse- 
The Americans had come. Te- 
ll overtook Proctor and the army 
before thev reached Moravianlown, and 
upon consultation it was determined to 
come to a halt and prepare for battle. 

The place selected was admirably 
adapted for the purpose of defense. It 
was a ridge of high land, covered with 
beech and maple limber, and almost sur- 
rounded by a black ash swamp, over 
which miry soil it would be next to im- 
possible lor the American cavalry to pass. 
Trees were also t, lied, to make the ap- 
proach more difficult. 

In a short time the battle began, ami 
after firing tl few rounds. Proctor with- 
drew hi* men anil pursued his retreat to- 
ward London. The Indians, however, 
eoulinued the fight and bravely main- 
tained their position until the death of 



their arms up till the inu-i'lc* wither, or 
till the nails grow through the flesh and 
bones ol the hand*, yet it tells you to live 
in agony and die in torture; lo enter the 
eternal with a soul dwarted and shriveled, 
when it should have been full, round, 
ripe and glorious in sweet elements of a 
respected motherhood.

Go home, if you have one. If sot, go 
and find one. Find .me (or your-elf. — 
Ask the law to give you freedom, or to 
provide you with a funeral pyre or a 
double coffin in which the victim and the 
viclimizer can go lo death together. 

The law should 8,tand to give Iree re- 
lief lo those who are bound to whisky 
barrel* as to corpses. Men build light 
houses on points of laud and hill, so the 
storm-tosse.l mariners can See where is a 
plaeo of refuge or of danger. Let the 
courts be opened to all who have been de- 
ceived, nnd then let society give praise in 
honor ot'wonieii who are at their own re- 
quest Ireed from drunken and abusive 
husbands. When a brutal, dissipated 
man knows that the law is more humane 
than himself ho may be taught a lesson, 
but till he can be a man and be more 
humane than the law, let women help 
women to be brave, and good men help 
thoui to advice that will make them bet- 
ter, rather than worse and weaker.

A few years ago il was my privilege to 
a couple of days with a gentleman 
whose beautiful estate lies on the banks 
of the river Thames, a few miles above 
the thriving town of Chatham. During 
the course of one of the evenings I 
chanced to remark that as we were near 
Moravianlown, we could not be verv hi 
from the battle field where the celebrated 
Indian chief Tecumseh perished. '•No,* 
replied my friend, "it ia but a short dis- 
tance from here, and although I was but 
a boy at the time, 1 remember the day as 
though it were yesterday. My father had 
a small clearing and a saw mill. Our 
funn was on the long woods road w hich 
followed the bank ol ihc Thames, and at 
the time run through an almost uiibro- 



1 have lived a solitary life long enough. 
I want some one to talk to, quarrel with 
— then kiss and make up again. There 
tore, I am ready to receive communica- 
tions from young ladies and blooming 
widows ol more than 
ity, tolerably tame in 
hair of any color. 

As nearly as I can judge for myself 
I am not over eighty nor under twenty- 
live years of age ; I am six feet two, of 
two feet six, I forget which; I weigh one 
hundred ami seventy-six pounds, or six 
hundred and seventy-one pounds, one or 
two, but as to their true arrangement I 
am a little pu/zled.
